duce our Enemies to a Compliance ? But would it 
be equally right mow, when we are at full Peace 
with thefe Powers? Should we mow eguip Fleets, 
you might juftly roar out, defrudtive Expeditions ! 
and merry-making Armade’s! But enough of this, 
There’s not a Man of common Senfe in the King. 
dom, but immediately fees the Truth of this 
Propofition, That different Circumpances of Things, 
require different Meafures ; fo that notwithftand- 
ing your Mafter’s Logick, we may be right at 
this time ; and yet, right in every Avance, Treaty, 
Expedition and Armament, which has been made 
thefe 10 Years.
